The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  nothing  to  report.  Although 
the  work  of  meat  inspection  has  been  considerably  less 
owing  to  slaughtering  being  done  outside  the  district 
at  a central  slaughterhouse,  and  that  in  connection  with 
housing  curtailed,  increased  vigilance  of  cowsheds,  dairie 
and  food  preparing  places  is  required  owing  to  increased 
risk  of  alimentary  diseases  such  as  dysentery  and  enteric 
fever  due  to  war  conditions.
